ily home, 425 Strongs avenue, at 3:30 
o'clock this morning. She bad been 
confined to her room almost constantly 
for the past four months, but previous 
to that was able to get about at nearly 
all times and her looks and actions 
always gave one the impression that 
she was in the enjoyment of perfect 
health. Mrs. Minnebeck had known 
for a long time that her malady 
incurable, but she was perfectly re- 
signed to her fate and met death's 
summons with true Christian resigna- 
tion. 
Lizzie A. Husher was a native of

March 8.1854. In 1877 she was married 
in her native town to Fred G. Minne- 
beck and to them one daughter was 
born, the little girl dying in this city 
at the age of ten years and her remains 
now repose in Forest cemetery. Mr. 
and Mrs. Minnebeck came to Stevens 
Point in the early 80's and have 
been residents of our city.

Mr. Minnebeck's headquarters as a 
passenger conductor on the Soo were 
some years ago changed to Abbotsford, 
be continued to maintain the family 
home here and devoted as much time 
as possible to the care and comfort of 
bis wife. His sister, Miss Julia Minne- 
beck, arrived here from New York 
last August, and had since assisted in 
the care of the sick lady. The deceased 
is survived by one brother, Frederick 
H usher, now a resident of Missouri. 


Mrs. Minnebeck was one of Stevens 


Points' most beloved ladies, a favorite 
in social affairs and wherever she 
appeared, being of a happy, light- 
hearted disposition, kind to one and all 
alike, devoid of sentimental ostenta- 
tion or personal vanity. She was also 
a sincere Christian, a member of the 
Episcopal church, and as long as her 
health would permit was active in 
every undertaking arranged for its suc- 
cess and upbuilding. 
Her home, to 


which her friends were ever welcome, 
even while suffering the most severe 
bodily pains, was her palace, and there, 
in the company of her kind, devoted 
husband, she spent the happiest years 
of her life. In her passing away a 
most worthy, esteemed wife, sister, 
friend and citizen has been called to a 
better world, one where for her pain 
will be unknown and joy eternal.

at His Home in Berfen, Nara- 


thon County. 


At hie home in the town of Bergen, 


Marathon county, near the village of 
Dancy, last Saturday occurred the 
death of Dean Richmond after a linger- 
ing illness with pulmonary tuberculo- 
sis.

to his home a few weeks ago. 


The deceased was married to Miss 


Ada Ellis of this city some years ago, 
and who together witb three sons is 
left to mourn the loss of an indulgent 
husband and parent. A daughter pre- 
ceded him to the great beyond a few 
years ago.

Patch had not been quite as active as 
usual for the past year, but until about 
a week before his death was able to 
drive out every day and made frequent 
trips as far as the business portion of 
the South Side. He suffered no par- 
ticular 
ailment except indigestion, 


which was undoubtedly caused by the* 
wearing away of his digestive organs 
on account of advanced age. For a, 
couple of days his liver had also given 
him some concern and caused more or 
less bodily pain. All day Monday the 
venerable gentleman was in a semi- 
conscious condition, hut at times it i« 
believed that he recognized those about 
his bedside. His death came peace- 
fully and quietly. 
"Father" Patch was past 95 years 


of age. 
He was bom at Groton, Mass., 


Jan. 12, 1815, a descendant of Puritan 
stock, his ancestors having eome to 
this country from England as early as 
the year 1600. The grandfather was a 
soldier in the Revolutionary war of 
1776 and his father participated in the 
war of 1812. The subject of this sketch

Mother of Well Known Engineer on the 


Soo Dies at Waupaca, Leaving 


Much Wealth. 


Engineer Jos. Freenor, of Fond du 


Lac, is among the pioneer employes of 
the Central, now Soo, company. 
For 


several years when a young man Stev- 
ens Point was his home, and he was 
married here. The following, relative 
to the death of his mother, which is 
taken from the Waup»c« Record, will 
therefore be of interest to a number of 
our readers: 


Mrs Mary Hunt, one of Waupaca's 


most unique characters, passed away 
on Friday, at the age of seventy-eight 
years. She was found by her neigh- 
bors in an unconscious condition on 
Thursday morning and had evidently 
been ill several days. She lived alone 
in one room of a large house on Granite 
street and it is supposed to have been 
years since any human being entered 
the house but herself. The shutters on 
the house were all closed and not a ray 
of sunlight has penetrated the resi- 
dence in years. 


About $3,600 in money and bonds 


were found lying about the house in 
different places, most of it 
in 
the 


kitchen sink in an old tin pail and 
stocking. 


The kitchen served her for sleeping- 


room, parlor, dining room and kitchen, 
and she retained the style of dress of 
the olden day even to the hoop skirt. 
Whenever she came down town the 
curious eyes of the public were turned 
upon her and she seemed very indiffer- 
ent to the interest she created. 


Her husband died several years ago 


and she is survived by one son, Francis 
Joseph Freenor, who with his wife and 
family were present at the funeral. 
She became estranged from her son 
many years ago and forbade his com- 
ing home.

As is usual, these men and women have 
for the most part been people of affairs 
with their time claimed by a multitude 
of other activities. Beyond the public 
acknowledgement hereby made of a 
full appreciation of their sacrifice in 
time and money, it is to be hoped that 
no greater reward could be given than 
their realization of the fact that they 
have participated in a war more glori- 
ous than any in which man has laid 
down his life for others.

Afghans Us* Cobblestones, While Tur- 


comans Like Sand. 


The broad of the Afghan caravan 


was cooked by heating Hinitll round 
cobblestones In UK* lire tind then |»ok- 
Ing them out and wrapping dough an 
Inch thick about them. The ballH thus 
funned were agttin thrown into the 
(ire. 
to be poked out again when cook- 


ed. The bivad taMcd well there lu the 
desert, although iu civilized communi- 
ties the grit and ashes would have 
seemed unendurable. 


After good fellowship had bveo es 


tablished the Afghans actually sold us 
some (lour, says a writer In the Na- 
tional Geographical Magazine. 
The 


camp where we used it a little later 
happened to be beside the sandy bed 
of u trickling salt stream, which was 
drinkable iu winter, but absolutely un- 
usable In summer, when evaporation 
is at its height and the salt Is conceu 
trated 


"See," said one of our Turcomans 


as we dismounted; "here is some sand 
Tonight we can have some good 
bread." 


When some dry twigs had been gath- 


ered he proceeded to smooth off a bit 
of the cleanest saud and built upon it 
a hot fire. When the sand was thor- 
oughly hot he raked off most of the 
coals and smoothed the sand very neat- 
ly. 
Meanwhile one of the other men 


had made two large sheets of dough 
about three-quarters of an inch thick 
and eighteen inches in diameter. Be- 
tween these he placed a layer of lumps 
of sheep's tail fat. making a huge 
round sandwich. This was now spread 
on the hot sand, coals mixed with sand 
were placed completely over it. and it 
was left to bake 
Now and then an 


edge was unco\ered. and a Turcoman 
smelled it appreuamely and rapped 
on it to see if it was yet cooked. 
When the top was thoroughly baked 
the bread was turned over and covered 
up again. It tasted e\en better than 
the Afghan biead after it was cooled 
a little and the sand and ashes had 
been whisked off with a girdle. 
The 


Turcomans are so accustomed to life 
in the sandv desert that they think it 
impossible to make the best kind of 
bread 
without sand, while the Af- 


ghans, w ho live in the stony moun- 
tains, think that cobblestones are a 
requisite.

Tbe 
bronze effigy of Lee seems lonesome 
surrounded, as it is, by the statues of 
statesmen and heroes who stood for 
the Union in opposition to the Confed- 
eracy. By a strange coincidence tbe 
statue of Lee presents a direct face 
to the marble statue of Oliver P. Mor- 
ton, Indiana's war governor, whose un- 
tiling zeal lu furnishing men and mu- 
nitions against General Lee's soldiers 
is recorded witb special emphaste in 
history. 


Gift of the Old Dominion. 


The congressional delegation from 


the state of Virginia is preparing to 
offer tbe statues of Washington and 
Lee as the gift of the Old Dominion 
to the nation. Tentatively the delega- 
tion decided that Feb. 22 would be the 
proper time for this ceremonial to take 
place, as that is the anniversary of the 
birth of Washington. "Take one, take 
both," is the ultimatum of the deJega- 
tion. In other words, if congress ac- 
cepts the statue of Washington it must 
also accept the statue of General Lee. 


The advisability of allowing such a 


precedent to be established is bother 
ing the northern leaders in congress. 
They are informed that if the Lee 
statue Is permitted to rest undisturbed 
In statuary hall the legislature of Ken- 
tucky very likely will send the statue 
of Jefferson Davis there, coupled with 
a statue of Abraham Lincoln, subject 
to the game "take-one-take-both" sort 
of agreement 
Ex-Governor Beckham 


of Kentucky is said to be advancing 
such an idea. Both Davis and Lincoln 
were natives of the Blue Grass State. 


Justic* Marshall's Manuscript*. 


The famous manuscript book collec- 


tion of tbe late Chief Justice John 
Marshal] may be added to the library 
of congress as the result of a bill in- 
troduced in the senate this week by 
Mr. Paynter of Kentucky. The library 
is now In the possession of Mrs. Saliie 
Ewing Marshall Hardy of Louisville, i 
great-granddaughter of Chief Justice 
Marshall, and will be purchased for 
§5,000 if Senator Paynter's bill is 
passed. 
The collection of old books 


was in Justice Marshall's possession 
until his death, after which the work.-, 
were passed down from one generation 
to another. 
All of the books, despite . 


their a^e, are in good condition, thanks i 
to the care of Mrs. Hardy and other { 
relatives, in whose libraries they ha^ t>

been for a century.

Strike 
Affecting 
100,000 


Workers 
Threatened 
to 
Assist 


Street Railway Employes to Win 
Their Fight—Girl Fatally Shot. 


Philadelphia.—Ag a result of tbe 


strike which was declared against the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
by the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes 
more than one hundred people were 
injured Sunday, many of them seri- 
ously. 


One little girl was shot in the ab- 


domen by a policeman and will prob- 
ably die. Four thousand extra police- 
men are to be recruited to cope with 
the situation and it-is rumored chat 
the state constabulary will be called 
out. 


A general strike of union men af- 


fecting 100,000 workers is threatened 
and the Rapid Transit Company de- 
clares it will spend every cent in Its 
treasury rather than give an inch to 
the striking men. C. O. Pratt, for the 
strikers, declares there will be no 
compromise. Not a car is running in 
the city. 


A dozen riots, two of them of big 


proportions, marked the progress of 
the strike in South Philadelphia. Aa 
a result nearly every car that the 
company operated was battered and 
smashed. Their crews and guardian 
policemen were roughly handled while 
one car was set on fire. 


One boy, a passenger in a car that 


was mobbed, sustained a 
fractured 


skull and will probably die, while a 
number of persons were less serious- 
ly injured, several of them 
being 


taken to hospitals. In every case riot 
calls were turned in and the streets 
were filled with thousands of strike 
sympathizers 
and 
struggling 
blue 


coats. Dozens of arrests were made, 
many of the prisoners being boys, 
while in two instances girls 
were 


^takenTTnto custoSyr 
v"* " " 


The riot in which the car was 


barned took place 
at 
Twenty-sixth 


and Wharton streets and lasted for 
fully an hour. 


The storm center of the other big 


riot was on Eighth street, from Tas- 
ker street to Snyder avenue, a dis- 
tance of five squares. 


Crowds gathered on the roofs of the 


houses along Eighth street and stoned 
the cars as they passed, breaking win- 
dows and doing other damages. 


While Kensington, the mill district, 


was the center of the riot wave, near- 
ly every section of the city except 
West Philadelphia and the northwest 
saw violence done by the turbulent 
mobs. 


The order to take all cars into the 


barns before night fall probably pre- 
vented more serious trouble in this 
district.

INTO CAIRO. 


HEADS OFF TWO LYNCHINGS 


Company K May Be Ousted on Charge 


of Being Slow to Respond to Call 
to Arms—Governor's Course Ap- 
proved. 


Cairo, 111.—There Is fear that an- 


other clash may take place at Cairo. 
Officers are searching for a negro who 
It is said was an accomplice of John 
Pratt, the negro whom a mob tried to 
take from the jail last Thursday night, 
when Alexander Halladay was killed 
and several others injured, and if 
caught fears are entertained that he 
may be taken from jail and lynched. 


The funeral of Alexander Halladay, 


who was killed by the negro deputies, 
Sunday was attended by nearly 1,000 
people. 


As the funeral train passed through 


the north part of the city, a negro sec- 
tion, a large body of negroes hurled 
insults at the funeral party, a number 
of whom wanted to stop the train and 
avenge the outrage, but cooler head* 
prevailed and trouble was averted. 


The soldiers have the situation 


well in hand and while they have 
dispersed several small crowds, no 
demonstration of any account 
took, 


place.

CARE 


MINT OP MUCH IMPORTANCE TO 


THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Arrangement of Different Reoeptaolst 


Means Mueh to th« (toners! Health 


—Dampness • Thing to Bo 


Guarded Against. 


The cellar In a part of the house 


likely to be overlooked by even care- 
ful housekeeper*, because KB dark cor- 
ners and remoteness front the general 
living roonia naturally make It a place 
where trash collects and so, if not fre- 
quently cleaned, the lack of order may 
be felt In the upstairs portion of a 
dwelling. 


As in other rooms In the dwelling 


everything must be kept in its place 
with as much exactnea* as if it were 
In the drawing-room. The coal should 
be kept in two bins—one for range 
and the other for furnace. A third bin 
for wood is worth building in, if one is 
not already there, as small sticks are 
likely to be dragged about, making an 
untidy floor. If big wood for open 
fires is used, It should be piled neatly 
against the wall. 


There must be two barrels for traeh. 


unless the arrangements out of doors 
Is such that there are receptacles. 
One barrel is for refuse that burns 
and the other for tins and glass which 
will be carted away. Under no cir- 
cumstances are the two barrels to be 
used alternately. 


In the country one sends for and 


.pays the man who takes what cannot 
be burned, and he should cart nothing 
that can be disposed of on the prem- 
ises. The housekeeper should watch 
these barrels, for in emptying waste 
baskets and dust pans, odds and ends 
will spill over and may remain unless 
she makes frequent personal inspec- 
tions. 


If the cellar is used for storage of 


articles, such as boxes, barrels or 
trunks, they should be arranged com- 
pletely in one section and not allowed 
to scatter. 


Garden tools are best kept in order 


by hanging them on huge nails driven 
into the wall. 


A dark cellar must be more closely 


Inspected than one which is light, not 
only for dirt, but for dampness. The 
slightest odor from this section will 
be carried through the house, and 
mustiness and dampness are danger- 
ous, as well as unpleasant. 
A wise 


precaution is to keep some disinfect- 
ant sprinkled about. Lime is excellent 
if there is dampness. When there is ! 
light and circulation of air a liquid 
deodorant Is good, though by no means 
necessary, 


At least one window must be kept 


open all the time In the cellar, and 
two may be if one wishes. When cold 
weather comes on the housekeeper , 
must be careful that if two are open 
they are not opposite each other. If 
they are, a draught is made that will 
entirely prevent the furnace 
from 


sending heat upstairs.

LOOKING AHEAD. 


A VEGETARIAN SUPPER DISH 


If Tlrttf of Ordinary Dishes of „Meat 


These Will Be Found Most 


Worthy t« Serve. 


Break two ounces of macaroni into 


•hort lengths, throw into boiling water 
and boll rapidly 20 minutes. Rub tbe 
hard boiled yolks of two eggs to a 
paste, add gradually four or five table- 
spoonfuls of cream. 
Rub together a 


tablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour. Add the egg and half a cupful 
of milk, stir over hot water until you 
have a thick golden sauce. Add half 
a teaspoonful of salt and a dash of 
pepper. Chop the macaroni and add it 
to the sauce. 
Cut a slice from the 


stem ends of good solid tomatoes, 
scoop out the center, stand the to- 
matoes in a baking pan, fill the cen- 
ters with the macaroni, dust with 
bread crumbs and bake in a moderate 
oven 30 minutes until the tomatoes are 
perfectly soft, but not broken. 


Creole Corn.—Peel and cut in quar- 


ters four good sized tomatoes, put 
these in a saucepan with a dozen okra 
washed and cut in slices. Cover and 
stew slowly 20 minutes. Add the pulp 
of a dozen ears of corn, a level tea- 
spoonful of salt, one sweet pepper 
chopped fine, a dash of white pepper. 
Cook over hot water 15 minutes, add 
either four tablespoonfuls of cream 
or two of butter and send to the table 
at once. This is a delicious vegetable 
dish. 
Served with chicken, it forms 


a desirable sauce, or it may be served 
as a vegetable with broi'ed or roasted 
meats.

This will 
make one large or two small loaves of 
cake. 


Griddle Cakes.—One pint sour milk,

These are extra good and make a suffi- 
cient breakfast for two hearty eat- 
ers. 


Gelatin Pudding.—One quart milk, 


one cup sugar. 
Put in double boiler 


to heat. Soak one package gelatine. 
Add the pink with one-half cup of cold 
water and turn in hot mixture. Let 
nearly come to a boll. Take from 
stove and add one tablespoon of van- 
illa. To be eaten with whipped cream 
flavored with vanilla.

POULTRY NOTIt. 


On cold nights the hen* should have 


extra protection. 


More fowls die from bad air than 


from cold weather. 


There is both pleasure and profit ill 


fowls rightly managed. 


Even the hen needs a balanced ra- 


tion if she is to lay well. 


This is the lantern season. Be sure 


you use a good, safe one. 


It is easier to keep chickens well 


than to make them well. 


Roots make a good substitute for 


green feed in the winter. 


Fill the hen's crop right if you would 


have her fill the egg basket. 


If the boys are allowed to help plan 


the year's work they will be better 
satisfied. 


Winter eggs mean close application 


and careful handling and feeding, but 
'it all pays. 


Exercise is necessary all the year 


round. 
It must be enforced in the 


winter time. 


Never allow two or more cocks to 


remain in the same in closure with the 
hens during the winter. 


One cock to ten hens is sufficient, 


and these should be separated until 
the breeding season begins.

This will ventilate without draught. 


Incubator Recommended. 


getting the heat from the lamp to the 
eggs may be by a tank of hot water 
or by a circulation of warm air. 


The first method has in the past 


been the more common. 
The tank 


of hot water retains the heat and the 
eggs are less subject to sudden varia- 
tions in temperature. 


The ventilation of an incubator is of 


vital importance. 
The rate of evapo- 


ration 
must 
also 
be considered. 


Sggs lose much of their water during 
ncubation. 
If the evaporation varies 


much from the normal amount good 
latches cannot be secured. 


The rate of evaporation is de- 


termined by three things: the tem- 
perature, the humidity, and the cir- 
culation or the air. Theoretically it 
would be best to supply air at a given 
rate and containing a certain per cent, 
of moisture, but in the commercial In- 
cubator such an arrangement is im- 
practical. 


The most practical system of con- 


Tolling evaporation is. a system of 
orced ventilation, in which the air is 
leated around the lamp flue and 
passed through the egg chamber at a 
rate determined by ventilators in the 
>ottom of the machine. 


With this system no effort is made 


o supply moisture to the air, the rate 
of evaporation being governed wholly 
>y the rate of air circulation. 


Turning the egg is not the work that 


many imagine it to be. It is not neces- 
sary that the egg be turned with abso- 
ute precision and regularity. 


An elaborate device for this work is 


useless. 
The trays will need fre- 


quently to be removed and turned 
around or shifted, and the eggs can be 
turned at this time by lifting out a 
few on one side of the tray and rolling 
the others over. 


The person to run the incubator is 


the first condition of its success. A 
good incubator 
requires 
attention 


twice a day. 
One p°rson should give 


this attention, and must give it regu- 
larly and carefully. 


The farmer's wife or some younger 


member of the family can often give 
more time and interest to this work 
than can the farmer.
